NEW DELHI, March 20 (AP). 
—Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
was defeated today in her bid for 
re-election to Parliament and her 
ruling Congress party suffered 
major reverses in national elec- 
Hons, 

The 59-year-old Prime Minister, 
who came to power 11 years ago. 
lost her seat by 55,000 votes to 
former Socialist leader Raj 
Narain. according to the Indian 
national news agency. Mrs. 
Gandhi defeated Mr, Narain by 
110,000 votes In 1971, wien her 
party won a Isndslide victory. 

As four days of voting ended 
in 542 constituencies, 88 of the 
first 173 seats decided went to 
the Janata (People’si party, 
formed two months ago through 
ths merger of four non-Commu- 
nit opposition groups in an 
effort to oust the Congress party 
Tor the first time since indepen-

‘More Constructive’ 

However, Western diplomats 
sald that despite the tough 
rhetoric ἰὰ the declaration, its 
tone was “considerabiy more 
constructive and positive’ than 
the declarations issued after the 
jJast National Councii meeting. in 
1974. 

The improvements in the Pales- 
tinian position, sccording to these 
diplomats, included a call for a 


“national state on national soil.” 
Previously, the Palestinians had 
called for ἃ national authority 
on any land “liberated” from Is- 
rael and stated that such an 
authority was only 8. stepping 
stone to further “liberation.” The 
acceptance by the PLO of the 
concept of a Palestinian mini- 
state, although still rejected by 
Israel, is considered a vital step 
in Palestinian movement toward 
pezceful coexistence with Israel. 

A PLO council member called 
the document “less uncompromis- 
ing” than previous platforms 
and said it leaves room for pos- 
sible PLO concessions. But coun- 
cil members said the new plat- 
form contalned no major shifts 
jn PLO policy. 

The resolution calls for an in- 
dependent Palestinian state and 
asserts the PLO’s right to ogr- 
uuipare mm “any” iideast peace 
conference. In rejecting recogni- 
tion of Israe!’s right to exist, the 
resolution was a blow to hopes 
for an early settlement. Israel 
anc the United States have re- 
fused to deal with the PLO until 
the guerrilla organization recog- 
nizes Israel's right to exist. 

The platform pledges to esca- 
late guerrilla operations inside 
Israel,

BRAZZAVILLE. Congo, March 
20 (Reuters:.—Congolese author- 
ities have arrested the previous 
head. of state, Alphorse Mas- 
samba-Debat, the alleged instl- 
gatcr of the assassination of 
President Manen Ngouabi late 
Friday, informed sources said to- 
dar. 

They sald Mr. Massamba- 
Debat and some of his supperters 
were being interrogated by Con- 
go's new ruling body, an 1li-men 
military committee delegated by 
the Congolese Workers party to 
run the country after Mr. 
Ngouabi's death. 

Congo, which had teen part of 
Freneh Equatorial Africa, became 
independent in 1960, President 
Negouabl 33, ἃ French-trained 
paratroop officer, was brought to 
power "in 1968 after an army 


coup. 

He led the country of 1,300,000 
Inhabitants leftward, strengthen- 
ing links with China, the Soviet 
Dnion and Cuba, and 
several attempts to dislodge him 
from power, 

Last year, he embarked on a 
radicalization of his government, 
issuing tough warnings to op- 
ponents of his policies. 

‘Mr. Massamba-Debsl, 55, came 
to power in 1963 but was ousted 
by the army in 1964 Four 
months later President Ngouabl 
took over and switched the πᾶ- 
tion's ideslogical direction from 
nigat #0 leit.

The military committee met 
last night to make arrangements 
for Mr. Ngouabi's funeral A 
month of national mourning has 
been preciaimet. None of the 
ll-man committee has yet been 
identified.

Mobutu Visits Invaded Province in Zaire

KOLWEZI, Zaire. March 20 
(NYT) —President Mobutu Sese 
Seko arrived yesterday in this 
southern copper-mining center, 
Situated in the path of an invad- 
ing column, aud was briefed by 
officers who sald Zairian forces 
had recaptured a yillage from 
the invaders. 


Mr. Mobutu. who took reporters 
along, cut short his visit after 
learning of the assassination of 
President Merien Ngouabi of 
Congo. With the stability of 
Zaire already imperiled by the 
invasion of Shaba Province ‘ior- 
merly Eatanga:, the death of 
the leader of neighboring Congo 
added to Mr. Mobutu's problems,

The Hughes Estate Mystery: 
Where Are Those Billions? 


By Wallace Turner 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 20 
(NYT).—A major mystery was 
born last week when an estate 
appraisal filed in Texas and Ne- 
vada probate courts contended 
that when Howard Hughes died 
on April 5 he was worth $168.8 
million and not billions of doilars. 

‘What happened τὸ his exten- 
sive holdings in speculative real 
estate, to his successful regional 
airline, to the $200 million in 
liquid assets he was supposed to 
bave had when he died? 

Above all, what happened to 
the $676 million in cash he col- 
lected in two payments in the 
Jast 11 years of his life? 

On May 3. 1965. Mr. Hughes 
was paid $546,549,771 by Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith, 
Inc., representing the proceeds 
of the public sale of his 75-per- 
cent ownership of Trans World 
Airways. Τὶ was descr‘bed at the 
time as the largest single pay- 
ment ever made to an individual. 
In December, 1972, Mr. Hughes 
collected $130 million from Mer- 
rill Lynch from the sale of his 
ofl drilling equipment concern, 
the Hughes Tool Co. 


Attention Is Paid 


Keen attention is being paid 
to the appraisal by the Internal 
Revenue Service and the tax 
authorities in Texas. It is con- 
sidered certain that they will 
elash with Hughes interests over 
the amount of the appraisal, 
which is based largely on 8 
$400,000 study by Merrill Lynch 
of the values of the two Hughes 
holding companies. 

Albert Fitzgibbons 3d, a vice- 
president of Merrili Lynch, said 
in @ telephone interview that the 
concern’s report had been pro- 
duced on the concept that it was 
valuing the Hughes holding com-~ 
panies for sale of their stock. 

“It is valued on the concept 
of Summa as a going concern, 
taking into consideration the 
liabilities." Mr, Fitzgibbons said. 
But he cut off further questions, 
seying: “We don't discuss our 
clients’ affairs with peopie.” 

Summa Corp. is the chief 
Hughes holding company. It was 
estimated by lus employees while 
he was alive that 90 per cent 
of his wealth was held by Sum- 
ma. Some of his casino and 
hotel interests in Nevada are 
held by Hughes Television Net- 
work, Inc. 

Guarded Remark 


The Merrill Lynch estimate of 
both companies' value was $110,- 
783,100. Mr. Fitzpibbons's guard- 
ed remark about liabilities made 
it clear that the estimate took 
into account huge damage-action 
claims pending in various juris- 
dictions against Mr. Hughes's 
companies. 

An incomplete listing of these 
includes $142 million in a case 
awaiting judgment in Elko, Nev.; 
$150 million in a case pending 
trial in Delaware and $80 million 
in a case pending trial in federal 
court in San Francisco. 

While Mr. Fitzgibbons was not 
willing to discuss the valuation 
procedures further, sources within 
Summa Corp. said months ago 
they expected that the Merrill 
Lynch study would include debits 
as reserves to cover the full 


damages of such suits. No at- 
tempt would be made to assess 
the probabilities of winning or 
losing the suits, the sources said. 

If this is so, it would partially 
answer the questions about where 
Mr. Hughes’s money went. Either 
Summa still hes it or has the 
values of investments financed 
by it. These investments in- 
clude Air West, the regional air- 
line, and a string of hotels and 
casinos in Nevada, 

Rules Are Followed 

But the added facts do not 
explain why the appraisal was 
made in the style that Mr. Fitz- 
gibbons's few remarks indicated. 
He said Merril Lynch had follow- 
ed IRS rules in making the study 
of values but he did not specify 
which rules. The revenue service 
has rules to cover many tax situa- 
tions and some of the most com- 
plicated arise in the sale of stock 
Interests in companies that are 
closely held, thus restricting own- 
ership, or that have other quali- 
ties that inhibit sale in an open 
market. 

The IRS and the Texas author- 
ities are virtually certain to chal- 
lenge the appraisal’s estimates on 
the grounds that what Mr. 
Hughes owned was readily salable 
in an open market, just as were 
his airline stock and the Hughes 
Tool Co. stock when Merrill Lynch 
sold them. 

Another matter to be examined 
concerning the appraisal is the 
fact that a low velue is desirable 
to the managers of Mr.:Hughes's 
Properties and to the relatives 
who stand to inherit money after 
taxes are paid. 

Because Mr, Hughes apparent- 
ly jeft no will, he exposed his 
estate to the highest inheritance- 
tex figures. Thus, about ΤΊ per 
cent of the Hughes fortune will 
go to the IRS alone if the estate 
is probated in Nevada, which has 
no inheritance tax. If probate is 
in Houston, 61 per cent of the 
estate will go to the IRS and 16 
per cent to Texas. Further, while 
inherltance taxes on such big 
estates may be paid over 10 years, 
the first payments must be made 
this summer. 

A higher tax might force sale 
of some assets to meet payments. 
If the estate managers are able 
to defer some taxes for several 
Years over the question of what 
is a fair value, they then may 
have the opportunity to generate 
income to meet future payments.
